ed in the project being put on hold while highway department 
(DOT) officials reviewed the pros and cons of the project. Then fol- 

lowing several days of the project being in this “holding pattern”. 
late last week DOT: gave the contractor the green light to: proceed 
with his demolition work. Some of those. who vigorously opposed 
the removal are Still upset, but said earlier today that they “just start 

éd too Jate to get it (the bridge removal) stopped.” Frankly we were 
holding ‘our breath because the entire levee rehab project. had 
already been let to the low bidder, etc., and any changes of this mag 

nitude would upset that apple cart. If for some reason the DOT had 
done an about face on removing the bridge, the Corp, of Engineers 
would have had to redraw their plans, adding in another of those 
sliding gate assembli¢s into the levee and also adding quite a bit 
more cost. This addeU cost is what frightened us because we had no 
idea where the additional money could have come from!! The cost

TIGERS OPEN WITH SHUT OUT WIN OVER BRANTLEY 


The Elba Tigers opened the high school football season last week 
against a very good Brantley Bulldog team and were able to hang a 
“W" on their side of the ledger by blanking the Bulldogs 13-0. The 
Tigers made some mistakes and will have to improve before they 
get into the meat of region play. However, it was a good win over a 
good opponent and. should keep the Tigers’ spirits high heading into 
their week #2 region showdown against Central, of Hayneville, 

The Elba offense rolled up over 200 yards-in: total offense ifthe 
win, with the Tiger tailbacks’¢ombined to gain 136 yards on the 
night. The passing game was inconsistent dnd misfired more times 
than it connected, but again showed it could make+the big play at 
any time,-and will keep opposing defenses honest. The biggest plus 
was the fact the offense suffered only one turnover, and had only 
one fumble in the game, despite playing on a soaked field. The Elba 
backs ran hard and protected the football at the same time, and that 
helps keep drives alive and helps keep the defense off the field. The 
only real négative on the offensive side of the ball was penalties 
The Tiger offense was flagged five times for 40 yards and had. an 
early score wiped off the board by a penalty. Points will be hard 
enough to come by this season without penalties. 

The Elba defense allowed a couple of big plays to Brantley’s 
speedy backs, but held the Bulldog running game to only one yard 
or less on sixteen snaps, and came up with four turnovers that direct- 
ly led to both Elba touchdowns. The Elba defense had its backs to 
its own endzone on a number of occasions, only to rise to the chal- 
lenge time and time again, and recorded a shut out in its opening 
game. Another big plus for the defense was the fact 18 different 
players were in on tackles during the game. Elba’s ability to keep 
fresh players in the game paid big dividends. especially when 
Brantley got down close. The Tigers again showed a ‘desire to hit 
anything that moved in an opposing Colored jersey, and it was easy 
to see the pride on the defensive side of the ball. 

The kicking game continued to have some early-season woes that 
must be addressed before the Tigers line up in some big region con- 
tests. In Friday night’s: win over Brantley, Elba punted eight times 
for a 28 yard average, which included a six-yard punt from deep on 
Elba’s end of the field. The Tigers also allowed 138 yards in returns 
on three kickoffs, an average of over 44 yards per return, and every 
time the Tigers kicked off it looked like Brantley was going to run 
the kick right out of the stadium. Field position will play a big fac- 
tor in upcoming games, and I Know the Elba coaches will make cor- 
rections and shore up the kicking game, very Soon. 

All in all, it was a very good win over a quality opponent and 
should help the Tigers gain confidence heading into thisweek's 
region opener. The defense withstood numerous offensivethreats by 
Brantley to record the shut-out, while the offense overcame faving 
an early score nullified by a penalty and cashed in on two turnovers 
to put two touchdowns on the scoreboard. It was a much needed 
win, and the Tigers definitely showed improvement since last 
week's preseason win over Samson.

Here’s how to get rid of those pesky squirrels 


Richard L. Petcher 
County Extension Agent 


The first thing you need to know 
is that squirrels, unlike mice and 
other rodents, are a protected 
game animal. They are protected 
by the Alabama Department of 
Fish and Game, If you are look- 
ing to eradicate squirrels, you 
need to. give the Department of 
Fish and Game 2 call. 

There -aré. several steps you 
cun take that will hopefully help 
you get rid of your squirrel prob- 
lems. The first thing you can do 
is. purchase. a squirrel | size 
“Have-a-Harv’ trap. This trap ts 
for catching live animals. and 
later you can release the squir- 
réls at another location without 
doing the squirrels any harm. 
You would need to bait this trap 
with a food that squirrels like: 
Some of the baits of their choice 
are peanut butter, a peanut but- 


ter/oatmeal ball, pecans, or 
apples. You may need to experi- 
inent a little to find the bait to 
trap your particular squirrel. 
Once you receive permission 
from the Alabama Department 
of Fish and Game to eliminate 
the squirrels, you. have several 
options to choose from. The first 
option is lo use a ral-size snap 
trap. Use the sime’ bait as we 
suggested for the “Have-a-Hart” 
trap. The snap trap will kill the 
squirrels. : 
There are no poisons regis- 
tered for squirrels. Some people 
do try the rat poisons, sind it is 
debatable whether they work or 
not. However, they are not a 
legal method, Some cats are 
good at catching squirrels, espe- 
cially if you put the eat in the 
attic for a short period of time, 
Another option is to simply 
shoot the squirrels. Of course, 
this can only be done in areas 


outside the city limits or Where it 
is legal to Use guns and ejther it 
is Within squirrel season or you 
have special permission from the 
Department of Fish and Game. 
Of course, use all precautions of 
gun safety. One reeommenda 
tion here is to put a stump, in 
your back yard: and use peanut 
butter again to attract the squir- 
rels. 

The last step. would be to 
block the holes where the squir- 
rels are entering your home 
Knowing whether the squirrels 
ure inside or outside miy be dil- 
ficult. So one way to do this is to 
use a one-way door, Make. the 
door so that it will swing out but 
not in. Use the one-way door 
until you know the squirrels are 
out and then tack it down. 

Some people do eat squirrels. 
We have’ a’ Wild’ Game 
Cookbook in our office that has 
several delicious recipes.

ABC board makes drug arrest 
near Kinston over the weekend 


William Ralph Rhoades, age 
62, was arrested Saturday morn 
ing, Sept, 7, and charged with 
two counts of Trafficking in 
Methamphetamine and one 
count of Unlawful Distribution 
of a aControlled Substance 
(Methamphetamine).

In addition to this, officers 
later recovered approximately 
38 grams of Methamphetamine, 
digital scales, packaging materi- 
als and a pistol from Rhoades’ 
residence.
